The award, which dates back to 
May 1 last and will stand for one 
year, settles the most important 
American labor dispute submitted to 
arbitration since the anthracite coal 
strike in 1902. 

In its report, the board suggests the 
creation of Federal and State wage 
commissions that shall exercise func- 
public utilities, a to those ex- 
ercised with regard to capital by the 
public service commissions already in 
existence. The representative of the 
engineers on the board, P. H. Morris- 
sey, dissented from this suggestion, 
which, he said, In its effect virtually 
meant compulsory arbitration and was 
wholly impracticable. 

THE AWARD. 

are the more important 
ef the board's awards and the fe- 
quests of the engineers: 
In pessenger service, a minimam 
wage was granted of $4.25 for 100 
hmiles or less; and an overtime rate of 
50 cents an hour with an average 
speed of twenty miles per hour. 
engineers asked $4.40 and $4.60 per 
day of 100 miles, with an over time 
rate of 70 cents an hour after five 
beurs. 
In through freight service, a mini- 
mum was granted of $4.75 a day of 
100 miles or less, with overtime pro 
rata after ten hours.

$65.75 a day of 100 miles, and $7 for 
Mallett engines.
